He was attached to the American 
commission to negotiate peace at 
Paris in 1918-19 and has been legal 
adviser to other international dele- 
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It is 
charged that the company was ob- 
ligated to retire and cancel. such 
bonds, when purchased by it and 
had no authority to re-issue or ne- 
gotiate them, as they were in fact 
its own direct obligations.

In London Pound Rises to 
$4.06, a Record Since 
Britain Left Gold Stan- 
dard in 1931. 


COMMODITY PRICES, 
IN TURN, ADVANCE 


Up Average of 1.5 Per Cent 
—Heavy Selling of U. S. 
Currency Feature of Trad- 
ing in Paris. 


By the Associated Press. ‘ 
LONDON, May 6.—The _ dollar 

again declined in European mar- 

kets today and, mainly owing to 


heavy continental _ selling, The 
pound went to $4.06. This is a rec- 
ord low value for the dollar since 
just after Great Britain left the 
gold standard in September, 1931. 

The dollar opened this morning 2t 
$3.98%4 to the pound. Within a 
few minutes it touched $4.01% to 
the pound, then $4.03 and later 
$4.06. 

Exporters are rapidly losing the 
advantage they held previously 
through the low value of the pound 
in relation to the dollar, 

While speculative selling was the 
main factor in pulling down tne 
dollar, there was another develop- 
ment which had its effect. A press 
report from Washington that there 
probably would be a moratorium on 
war debts was apparently miscon- 
strued in some quarters to mean 
that a moratorium had been offi- 
cially decided upon. This opinion 
strengthened the pound against 
both the dollar and the French 
franc. 

The pound appreciated againat 
the franc to 85.71, as compared 
with yesterday’s closing of 84.75. 

Paris continued to be the center 
of the onslaught on the dollar. A 
powerful ring of exchange specu- 
lators credited with having millions 
at its disposal, is assumed to be 
at the head of the dollar selling 
campaign there. 

The weakness of the dollar is 
having the effect of stimulating 
commodity markets, since the doi- 
lar began its downward movement, 
commodity prices here have risen 
considerably. Wnofficial estimates 
placed the advance between 1% 
and 2 per cent. 


Dollar Off More Than 17 Per Cent 
in Paris. 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, May 6—The American 
dollar sold today at 21 francs, a 
new low. The pound rose to 84:25 
francs. The dollar closed yester- 
day at 21.20 francs, a 17 per cent 
loss since the United States went 
off the gold standard. Heavy trad- 
ing continued today. 

Although the Bourse began its 
summer Saturday closing today, 
transactions were undiminished in 
dollar trading. 

Bears hastened to sell dollars for 
pounds upon financial experts an- 
ticipation that President Roosevelt 
would inaugurate a strong infla- 
tionist policy. 

Bankers said Great Britain ap- 
parently was satisfied to keep the 
pound fairly stable despite dollar 
fluctuations. They held that the 
British Treasury seeks to provide 
against the possible effects of mi- 
grations of capital which are now 
flowing to London, but might even- 
tually’ go elsewhere.

HEN the Stock Exchange 
‘ W crenca yesterday morning, 
stocks rose from one to four 
dollars a share, due partly to a 
cheaper dollar. — 

Many believe that the best thing 
to do with an inflated dollar is to 
invest it. There is also the more 
cheerful feeling that the cheaper 
dollar was promoted. 


The British pound went up to 
four dollars, highest point in a 
long time. The dollar value of the 
pound depends on the world’s 
opinion of our dollar. The pound 
goes up because the dollar goes 
down. 


Chancellor Hitler of Germany 
has begun the important work of 
“expurgating” German 
Among many authors barred is the 
learned Prof, Franz Boas, of Co- 
jumbia University, New York, de- 
clared “unclean” because he denies 
the “Nordic” or “Aryan” claims of 
racial superiority. 

Unless Mongols and Tartars are 
“Nordic,” which they are not, the 
word “Nordic” does not apply to 
at Germany by any means. 


Marauders from Asia, including 
the great invaders, Attila, Jenghis 
Khan, and Tamerlane, left behind 
them their race and fighting blood 
n many invasions along the East- 
ern borders of Europe. Mr. Hitler 
should not overlook that, or the 
fact that the “pure bred” among 
human beings is rare. 


Germany expects the Olympic 
eames in 1936, and suggests that 
the drama be added to other sports 
in which all nations would compete. 

Hollywood competing with the 
Theatre Francais, the German thea- 
ter competing with that of Japan 
would be interesting, but it prob- 
ably will not happen. 

In any case you will not hear the 
magic formula “Vas you dere Shar- 
lie?” Hitler would not allow “Shar- 
lie’ or his partner to come. 


Strange new radio waves, to get 
away from Europe, are coming to 
us, from the very center of the 
milky way. They are “galactic” 
radio waves, different from cosmic 
rays, that come from all directions 
in space. Somebody, somewhere, in 
middle of the milky way, many 
trillions of miles from here, may 
be trying to send us signals. It is 
hardly probable, because this ig- 
norant little earth, just starting, 
does not amount to enough to make 
it worth while.
